South Carolina’s Danger.

The address of the so-called straight-
out Democrats, who seceded from the
Democratic Convention at Columbia,
bas been published, and it is satis-
factory to those whom the seceding
delegates represent, we suppose, that
people outside the State have no right
to complain; but the condition of af-
fairs which these minority delegates
have precipitated is important to the
whole South. Every Southerner is
interested in the outcome of a Demo-
cratic split which promises to turn
South Carolina over to negro rule.

We have examined the address of
these straightont Democrats with great
care for the purpose of discovering, if
possible, 2 ratiopal reason for a move-
ment fraught with such serious results
for the people of South Caroliva. If
this'reason .exists we are bound to say
that it is ot to be found in the address
of the straightout Dewmocrats, aod tbe
ouly conclusion which can be arrived
at by an impartial person is that the
straightout delegates, anxious for an
excuse to precipitate a division in the
party, seized at last upon a most frivo-
lous device.

It seems to us impossible that their
action, taking all the conditions that
exist in South Carolina into consider-
ation, can be endorsed even by the
prejudices of those who are most hotly
oppoeed to Tillman. It certainly is ot
justified by the frivolous reason which
the seceding delegates have spread forth
in their address. They declare that the
Convention, iostead of transacting the
business for which it was called, pro-
ceeded to take action looking to the
adoption of & new constitution, making
maoy importact chaoges in that io-
stromeat. They protested in vain,
giving various authorities going to show
that the authority of a Convention is
limited by the terms of its call, and
theo, finding all protests useless, they
proceeded to withdraw from the Cou-
vention, and set up a faction in oppo-

{ sition to the majority.

It is surprisicg that sepsible men, in
the face of the danger that hangs over
Jouth Carolina, should set up such 20
excuse as this for dividing the party.
Letevery complaiot that bas been put
forward by the so-called straightouts be
conceded, and what then ? Mr. Till-
mao bas abused the Democratic leaders ;
very well. The Cocvention has trans-
cended its authority, let: that be con-
ceded. Does it mend matters for the
winority Democrats, by setting up an
opposing faction, to turn the fair State
of South Carolica over to the degrada-
tion of Republican aund negrorule ? Is
not the remedy proposed by the minor-
ity ten thousand times worse than the
offenses committed by Tillman and the
Couvention of the people?  Does it
belp matters in the least to destroy the
party ?

The Demcc:ats of South Carolina
appear to be blind indeed. The spirit
of destruction ssems to have se'zed them.
As the leading newspaper of South
Carolina—and we say it in no nofriend-
ly spirit—tbe Charleston News and
Courier has pot come up to the full
measure of its duty io the crisis that
has been threatened in Carolina. A
newspaper that is supposed to represent
the Democratic people cannot, without
injury to the cause of Demoeracy.
devote itself to building up a Dewo-
cratic faction iu the party.

What was the remedy for the evils
complained of by the streightouts?
There was Mr. Tillmag, io the first
place—what was the remedy for him?
Why, nothing short of an appeal to
che Demoeratic people. The appeal
was made—not in very good taste por
in very good temper—and Tillman was
overwhelwingly endorsed. That matter
was settled, if a Democratic majority
ever settles snything. Then there was
the unwarranted exercise of authority on
the part of the Democratic Convention,
fresh from the people, and thoroughly
uoderstanding their purposes and their
desiree. What is the remedy here?
Another appeal to the people. There
is po other reasonable remedy known

But the minority of the convention—
and itis a very insigpificant minority
indeed—has seceded from the party
councils, and purposes, we are told, to
organize a democratic faction of its own,
call a conventicn snd nomivate caodi-
dates. All this is perfectly feasible
So is suicide in its various forms. We
may say, however, that there is oeither
common sense Dor patriotism in the
action of the minority. Thereis already
a large negro majority in South Caro-
lina, and apy division io the Demo-
cratic party will restore organized
activity to this black wajority. For
the dixaster aod ruin that will surely
follow Democratic divison, the so called
straightoate will be held responsible.—
Atlanta Constitulion.

We most beartily accord to our
Southern neighbors, the right to coun-
sel and advise us unpon the dangers of
our situation.

The Charleston World, Tillman
organ, is now outio an editorial appeal
for peace  “-Let the bitterness cease,”
it aays.

That is all very well. Better late
than pever. But if the World believes
it bas any influence with anybody—and
no doubt in the remarkable flights of
imagivation of which the cerebral
processes that must for lack of a better
word be described as a mind are
sometimes capable the World bas ac-
quired such a belief—it should bave
used that supposed influence in that
direction long ago. It would then have
at least established its courage and
ganity.

Captaio Tillman, the World's candi-
date for goveruor, Japtain Shell and
the rest of them, began ihis campaign
with accusing the State’s most honored
and trusted men of purjury, corruption
and rottenness. Their followers fol-
lowed their lead, and on every possi-
ble occasion insulted by word and deed
every man who dared to lift his voice
against Tillman. The anti-Tillman
men have not, generally speaking, been
treated as Democrats whose help might
be needed to ~lect the candidate when
be bad been nominated.

States.

The first *‘rough cotat’” or close
approximation of the population of the
several States as returned by the cen-
sus of this year compared by the cen-
sus of 1880, show that the per centage
of gain in the southern division is as
large as that of the northern division,
apd that under apy fair a2pportionment
of representation the southern division
will be relatively a8 stroeg it Congress
as it now is.

None of the -New Eogland States,
except Massachusetts, show any con-
siderable gains; in Maine and New
Hawpsbire there has been hardly any
gaiu and in Vermoof tBere is a small
loss. The aggregate gain in all New
Eogland States is just about equal to
that of Texas, and very little more
than thzt of Missouris

from North and South Carolina last year
and this year to Mississippi, Louisizna
and Arkapsas, the two Céroltnas show
quite as large a gain as Mississippi dod
Louisiana. This fadicates that where
pegroes bave left the two former white
people have con-e in to take theif places:

1.187.000 for 1890, against 995,577
in 1880.

Growing Demand for Cotton.

There is every iudication that the
cotton crop now growicg will be the
largest ever produced in the Ubited
States, but tbere is no reason why all
of it should not be in demand at geod
prices. The increased demand for cot-
ton has been very marked in tbe last
three or four years, and thcuzh efforfs

fields in the East aod to increase the
prodact of the old ones, tke world
contivues, and rmuost continne, to
depend mainly on the crop of tke
Southern States. Recent reports from
Barope indicate a rapid expansion of
cotton manufactories. Russia has pro-
bably made the greatest icerease in this
respect, but Germany bas dope much.
During the past two years 513,500
uew spindles have been set to work in
that country. The tctal pumber of
spindles in Germany is about 5,500,000
and the increase for two years therefore
represents nearly 10 per cent. Accord-
ing to English statistics there were in
1888 in the world 81,840,000 cotton
spindles. OF thiz sumber England had
42,740,000 ; the rest of Europe 33,-
180,000 ; America 13,500,000 aod
[ndia 2,430,000. Since the time when
these figures were taken the number
of spindles has increased very greatly.
Cotton is becoming mwore and more in
demand among all pations, and the
fields of the South must coutinwe to be
the main source of its production. —
Macon Telegraph.

Millions In It.

The Purchasers cf the Okefénokee
Swamps Surprised.

Asherille Citizen.

Vhen the syndicate that purchased
the Okefesokee swamp in Gecrzia and
Florida received ao offer last July of
81 25 per sere for their purchase they
were decidedly jubilant. The land bad
cogt them but tweoty ceats av acre acd
by the sale they would bave cleared
over §1,000,600. An Eoglish syodi-
cate was the sccond party to the pro-
posed purctase.

‘Now thut the survey is practically
completed the preseut owzners are by no
means as apxious to sell, and asthe sale
wss not legally or ferwally cousumma-
ted it is bighly imprebable that it wiil
go for anythivg like so small a figure.
This latter decision is entirely due to
the discoveries made by the corps of
engineers who héve been at work ia
the swamp since the original purchase:
Their report; which is pot yet made
public, will be to the effect that the
cypress timber on the laod is alone
worth §2 000.000 aud that it can be
cut and marketed comparatively easy.
A baad of cypress from one to threé
wiles wide skirt the edtire swamp:
The iugerior of this vast tract of laud
has been fousd to be an inland sea
covering 00,000 acres. The water is
from two to two and a balf feet in depik
end becesth the latter the owners are
assured that the deposit of eulphate is
eroraIous.

Gen. P. M B Young, ove of the
originzl purchasers. was seen this morn-
ing and asked concerning the matter.

“The land alope,” he said, *‘s;
aceording to the report of cur engineers;
worth $15.000.006. [t is very rich.
A large portion of it lies bepeath the
water ic the interior but our engiueers
estimate thet this caw be thoroughly
diained aad dyked for $500 000, acd
that th: water can be drawn oF for
250.009. The vzlue of the land ex-
ceeds our wildest ideas of it when the
parchase was made.” 2

The synicate at the same time pur<
chased a large tract of land adjoining
the swamp, at the same price per acré
as they paid for the swamp land. Itis
covered with yellow pine, and whe
this is cleared it iz expected that it will
bring §5 per acre. The company’s
purchase incleded between 660,000 acd
900,000 acres. Col. Frank Coxe is
largely interested in the purchase.
